The Big Bad Corporation 


The 21st Annual Report of the Canadian Broadcasting 


- Corporation is out, and once again it appears that the Corpo- 


ration has justified the faith put in by the Liberal Gov- 
ernment which passed the Broadcasting Act of 1936. The 
CBC boasts this year of a very impressive programme 
schedule, and:lists accomplishments which are both:numer- 
ous and significant. For example, in competition with U.S. 
and British networks, the CBC won three of a possible 
seven firsts in radio and four of a possible seven firsts in 
TV. Honorable mentions went to five other CBC programs. 
This record exceeded that of any other network. 

There is much criticism of the Corporation, for it is 
an easy kind of organization to criticize. It controls, for the 
Government, all broadcasting in the country, and it is 
frequently alleged that it has hindered the development of 
television and radio in the country, that perhaps private 
broadcasters could have done a better job. But the facts 
contradict this; both publicly and privately-owned stations 
working within the national system have developed TV 
coverage to a point where approximately 86 per cent of all 
Canadians are within range of a Canadian station. If one 
considers this country’s vastness and its relatively scattered 
population, it will be realized that this is no mean accom- 
plishment. Even the U.S., which had TV before we did, has 
not equalled our rate of TV development. 


Its programming is generally excellent. It is difficult 
enough to be creative and entertaining in a worthwhile 
manner for about 18 radio each day and 10 TV broadcasting 
hours each day; it is even more difficult to be so when 
programming must be in two languages, when there are 
very many kinds of people who will absorb these mass- 
media. The CBC does its work well; often it is brilliant. It 
helps to make us a better and more unified nation. Let us 
not forget that it is valuable to us. | 


All's Well With The World 


Anyone reading thé public press these days could be 
forgiven for having a pessimistic view of the immediate 
future. Headlines blare “Another Tragic Era”, the stock- 
market is declining, inflation threatens, Britain and France 
face financial crises, race tensions heighten, Asian flu creeps 
on, and Russian advantage in intercontinental missiles looms 
over the free world. 

All in all things are looking very black. 

We noticed a few rays of hope however. A week ago 
classes and downtown offices were rather thinly populated;

A Rhodes Scholarship, tenable at the University: of 
Oxford, is available to male students graduating this year, 
and may be held for three years, 


_ Scholarships for 1958 are allotted in Canada as fol- 
lows: Two Scholarships each to Ontario, Quebec. One 
Scholarship each to Alberta, British Columbia, Manitoba, 
New Brunswick, Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, Saskatche- 
wan, 


CONDITIONS FOR ELIGIBILITY = 


(1) A candidate must be a male Canadian citizen or Bri- 
tish subject with at least five years’ residence, completed 
by October Ist, 1957, and with the intention of per- 
manent residence in Canada, He must be unmarried, A 
Rhodes Scholarship is forfeited by marriage after elec- 
tion. 


(2) A candidate must have passed his 19th, and not have 
passed his 25th birthday by October 1st, 1958, 


(3) He must have completed two years of study at a Uni- 
versity in Canada by October 1st, 1958, = 


(4) A candidate may compete either in the. Province in 
which he has his ordinary private home or residence, 
or in the Province in which he has taken his Univer- 
sity course, A resident of the North-West Territories 
will have only the latter alternative. A resident of 
Prince Edward Island will have the latter alternative 


unless his University course has been taken in Prince : 


Edward Island, in which case he should apply in either 
Nova Scotia or New Brunswick. No resident in a 
Province other than Newfoundland may apply for a 
Newfoundland Scholarship on the grounds of a Uni- 
versity course taken there. 


For each Province there is a Selection Committee, which 
will be responsible, subject to ratification by the Rhodes 
Trustees, for deciding whether candidates comply with the 
foregoing conditions; and for making the nominations. 


VALUE OF SCHOLARSHIP 


The value of a Rhodes Scholarship is £600 per year. 
This stipend should be sufficient to enable a scholar, with 
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care, to meet his necessary expenses for termtime and va-. #> 


cations, but those who can afford to supplement it to a 
modest extent from their own resources are advised to do so. 
Cost of travel must be borne by the Scholar. 


BASIS OF SELECTION - 


In making nominations, Committees will have regard 
to the qualities laid down by Mr. Rhodes in that section 
of the Will in which he defined the general type of scho- 
lar he desired; 

(1) Literary and scholastic attainments; 

(2) Qualities of manhood, truth, courage, devotion to 
duty, sympathy, kindliness, unselfishness and fellowship; 

(3) Exhibition of moral force of character and of instincts 
to lead and to take an interest in his fellows; 


(4) Physical vigour, as shown by fondness for and success 


in outdoor sports, 
Some definite quality of distinction, whether in intellect 


‘or character, or in a combination of these, is the most im- 


portant requirement, for a Rhodes Scholar should not be a 
one-sided man; thus special distinction of intellect should 


be founded upon sound character, and special quality of: 


character upon sound intellect. Success in being elected to 
office in student organizations may or may not be evidence 
for leadership in the true sense of the word, Mr. Rhodes 
evidently regarded leadership as consisting in moral courage 
and in interest in one's fellow-men quite as much as in the 
more aggressive qualities. Physical vigour is an essential qua- 
lification for a Rhodes Scholarship, but athletic prowess is 
of less importance than the moral qualities developed in 
playing outdoor games, Poverty does not give a special 
claim to a Scholarship, In the absence of a sufficiently 
qualified candidate the Committee will make no appoint- 
ment. | 





CCCL Backs Federal Aid To Colleges 


QUEBEC, Sept. 25 — Delegates 
attending the 36th annual conven- 
tion of the Canadian and Catholic 
Confederation of Labor yesterday gave 
a vote of approval.to a brief in sup- 
port of Federal aid to universities. 

The brief, prepared by the exe- 
cutive of the CCCL, was sent to Ot- 
tawa earlier this year. 

But before the vote of approval was 
given the brief, Rene Belanger, de- 
legate of the Quebec Municipal Em- 
ployes Syndicate, asked the CCCL to 


reverse its stand, He said the exe- 
cutive acted without approval of the 
congress and without adequate con- 
sultation with CCCL members. 

Yvan A, Legault of Montreal asked 
that the delegates support the stand 
taken by the executive. 

He said Mr. Belanger knew the 
question of university aid had been 
discussed at length before the CCCL 
placed its official view in the brief 
to the Federal Government.

SEC Financial Report For 56-57 — 
Shows Balance Of $21,414.97 


A report of the Students’ Society Budget for 
the 1956-57 session was presented at the Students’ 
Executive Council at their meeting held Tuesday 
night. The year’s results showed careful and well- 
organized budgeting program on the part of the 
executives of the various clubs on campus, 

The year started with a balance of $11,288.00 
from the 1956 session. The sum of $46,721.87 was 
collected by means of society fees, interest on the 
1956 balance, and blazer profits, The total anony- 
mous donations received amounted to $15,000.00. 
After allotting approximately $4,000.00 to various 
Specifics expenses, the unappropriated anonymous 

onations totaled $10,846.96. The total expenses 
of the year were $47,881.36 causing a deficit; of 
roughly $900.00. This amount was deducted from 
the unappropriated anonymous donations, leaving 
an excess of revenue, for the complete year, of 


ail, | $10,126.96, Thus the total balance at the close of 


the session amounted to $21,414.97, 
Budget Greatly Improved 


In contrast, the 1955-56 expenditures amount 


ed to $65,313.15, although the total revenue, in- 
cluding all anonymous donations, totalled : only 
$64,893.77, causing a deficit of $419.38 at the 
close of the season. |

‘.,. and, Oh! yes, I had to kiss the Queen every year,” chuckled 
Bertie Charles Gardner, reminiscing on some of the lighter aspects 
highlighting his five years as Chancellor of McGill. “As a matter of 
fact,” he continued, “one year, a student: near me just came right out 
and said, ‘If the Chancellor can kiss the Queen, I can too.’ And, by 
golly, he proceeded to do just that!” The ‘Queen’ referred to is, of 
course, McGill's elected contribution to royalty, and Mr. Gardner 
regards the student body as being excellent judges. “Bright and heal- 


_thy-looking is the only way to describe them,” he said, and added 
that he hardly blamed the exuberant young man for this action. 


Another of Ex-Chancellor Gardner's more pleasant functions ,

“There is something about being neat in appearance that is so 
impressive in younger people, The way students dress now is very 
different from years ago.

This modern casualness of dress is also present in the business 
world, “When I was a boy,” Mr. Gardner sealed “I regularly wore 
starched cuffs, shirt front, and colars to work. Nowadays the accent 
is on comfort.” 


The former Presiderit and Board Chairman of the Bank of Mont- 
real went on to criticize conformity in the youth of today, but stop- 
ped himself, saying that “it's a sure sign of old age when we start 
to criticize the young.” He also reflected that there was probably just 
as much conformity in his day* but it was well-concealed, People 


all acted in more or less the same way, but somehow they didn't do

Among the Chancellor's most important functions are presiding 
over the monthly meetings of the Board of Governors, and over the 
meetings of the Executive Council, where matters of policy are 
thrashed out.

McGill was announced last spring, and according to him, one of the 
accomplishments of which he is proudest occurred right at the end of 
his five-year period as Chancellor. “I was so delighted to get my good 
friend R. E, Powell to take on the Chancellor's job. He's a first-class 
fellow in every way.” 


Not a university man himself, Mr. Gardner was deeply honored 
on being invited to become Chancellor of McGill. He presented: his 
inaugural address at Convocation on October 6, 1952 and received an 
honorary degree at this Founder's Day Convocation five years ago. 
“I guess I got my ‘education’ at the wrong end of my life,’ he said, 


smiling. 


Jovial and keen, the present President of the British Newfound- 
land Corporation celebrated his 53rd anniversary in banking before 
he retired from the Board Chairmanship of the Bank of Montreal in 
1954, He became a Junior in the Stuckey Bank in England at the 
age of 17 and came to Canada in 1906, where he became Manager 
of the British North America Bank in Trail, British Columbia. It 
was when this bank was taken over by the Bank of Montreal that his 
association with the organization began, and from there he progressed 
to the positions of Inspector, Superintendent, Assistant General Man- 
ager, General Manager, President and Chairman of the Board.
